Each was successful 
in gaining the confidence and conse- 
quent leadership of same. 
Brigham 


Young seemed to be the most success 
ful of them all, and succeeded in leading 
about twenty thousand of the church to 
Utah; but it must be remembered :that 
the church, at that time numbered abcut 
two hundred thousand, so Young only 
led about one-tenth of the church, mem- 
bership; but a large number were un- 
willingto recognize the claims of any o£ 
those self called .leaders and were, will- 
ing to wait-until ho when right it was, 
both by lineage,' call and ordination, 
should come to take his place as the 
legitimate president and leader of ' the 
church. 
And this much-looked for 


event occurred on the 6th day.of April, 
I860, at a conference held by those of 
the church who. had stood aloft from 
all who 
laid 
claim.- to leadership, 


and at that time the original order of 
things obtained as they existed in the 
church prior to the death of its founder. 
And we ask any and all fair-minded peo- 
ple, is if unreasonable to say of it, the 
Eeorgariized Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints? .' And does the say- 
ing imply a change of doctrine? If 
Elder Yorgenson is such a profound 
reasoner why don't his church send-him 
before some of our courts and learned 
judges? Perhaps he could -persuade 
them to reverse some of the decisions 
already made, which, notwithstanding 
his powerful logicj still recognize the 
Reorganized Church, of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints/as .the legal successor 
of the original one which. (was indeed, as 
he says, organized: April 6; 1830.

mex, commander-in-chief of the Cuban 
army, was recently Invited by the Jun- 
ta Patriotica to visit Havana. At a 
meeting of the junta Tuesday a letter 
was read from Gen. Gomez, in which 
he refused to come to the city, basing 
his refusal on the ground that his place 
is at the head of the army. He added: 


"Much tact and wisdom are neces- 


sary to make the American heel less 
severe on our : necks.

In a proclamation addressed to the 


Cuban people and 
army, • which is 


printed in all the papers here, Gen. 
Gomez says: 


"A new era has begun. The enemies 


of our army are leaving the country 
and

sovereignty of the island, 


which is neither free nor independent, 
is exercised by the great American na- 
tion. According to' the treaty of peace 
a foreign power is on the island, and 
its military occupation cannot end un- 
til the government of the Cuban people 
is established. 
We ought to imme- 


diately put- ourselves to the task of 
forming that government in order to 
end the 
American 
intervention 
as 


quickly as possible, but before, this it 
is necessary, because it is just, and 
in order that all of us can become 
civilians, to end satisfactorily the ne- 
gotiations for the payment of the army, 
a debt contracted by the' country with 
its faithful soldiers. 
While the army 


is not paM and our government not 
established, I will remain at the head 
of the army, which. I deem is my place. 


1 1. am resolved to help the Cubans end 
the work to which. I have devoted all 
my life."

monster Tuna Landed After a Contest 


Ijaatluff Four Hours. 


From the San Francisco Examiner: 


Professor 
Charles'.F. 
Holder, 
the 


naturalist and author, describes how 
he caught '.what he believe to be the 
largest tuna ever taken with rod and 
reel. It was early morning, outside ot 
Avalon bay, Catalina island, when he 
got a strike which threw the heavy 
Hying fish bait which he was trolling 
far up the line.: "Then,", cays the pro- 
fessor, "the magnificent 
fish 
came 


belling along the surface, throwing the 
foam high in the air, in a manner that 
has given some anglers here the 'buck, 
fever.' Fortunately I hooked the 'fish, 
and its first rush took about 400 feel: 
oi line screaming and hissing-from .the 
reel, and had not the heavy brake 
been soaked the line would have burnt 
off at ince. I succeeded in'.turning the 
fish, which then came in on me, with 
the greatest velocity. I bad managed' 
to reel in the ilack, and when the fish 
reached within twenty feet of the boat 
it turned and was away again, taking 
500 [eet of the thread of a line. Again' 
I turned it, and again it came in at 
me. Turning once more, the fish dash- 
ed away, towing the heavy boat a mile, 
out to sea at a rapid rule. 
Finally 1 


:urned it, and, after'.a superb play on 
;he surface, circling .the boat, it turned 
toward us a mile inshore, so near-the 
rocks that I. thought we should lose it 
n the kelp. Here the fish fought me for 
nearly three hours, rushing in and out, 
plunging down into the blue, channel, 
circling.-around, darting away, and then 
coming at me from unexpected points, 
showing the most remarkable cunning 
T have ever observed in many years 
experience in rod and reel fishing. At 
9:30 
o'clock, after I had played the 


tuna three hours, I turned it after one 
of its1 rushes, when it gathered its en- 
ergies and headed for Avalon, mak- 
ing a single run of six miles, and at 
juit 10:30 a. m. I stopped it in front 
of the Hotel Metropole! where it gave, 
a wonderful exhibition while surround- 
ed by the launches of several friends 
who came out to.see the finish. The 
tuna was, so far ae I could 
judge, 


stronger than ever, yet it had towed 
the boat against the oars of my boat- 
man at least eight miles. A heavy sea 
had picked up and threatened the boat, 
but this was forgotten, and at the su- 
preme moment my boatman slipped the 
gaff under the ush and it was our (?) 
—not yet—the gaff went to pieces and 
the fish got away 100 feet again. 1 
reeled it in; this time a big gaff was 
booked into it, and, with a cheer, the 
monster fieh was slid- into- the boat, 
almost capsizing it. The tuna weigh- 
ed 183 pounds. Its length was six feet 
two inches, girth four 
feet, aud

catch gives to California the hardest 
fighting game fish in the world with 
rod and reel."
